Year ’Round Training For Young Preachers 


And Christian Workers Similar to That 
Offered In Moody Bible Institute, 
Chicago, Proposed 


Last April in Oklahoma City in 
an eight day Bible School at Bi- 
ble Baptist Church, it was pro- 
posed that the Southwest needs a 
regular Bible Institute patterned 
after Moody Bible Institute in Chi- 
cago and Los Angeles Bible Insti- 

tute, Philadelphia School of the Bi- 
ble, the John A. Davis Memorial 
Bible School at Johnson City, New 

: York, and Dr. Riley’s Bible Schocl 

; in Minneapolis and others. Before 
that, many individuals had been 
prayerfully thinking along these 
lines. Several years ago Rev. Louis 
Entzminger had in mind such a 
Bible School for Texas with an 
eight or nine months’ school ses- 
sion each year. At that-time and 
under those circumstances, the 
plan seemed not wise to this edi- 
tor. But there has been a grow- 
ing conviction now for the last 
few years that such a training 
place for Christian workers is 
needed in the Southwest. 


Among those whom we know to 
be interested in such a project are 
Brother H. C. Ownbey, Bible Bap- 
tist Church, Oklahoma City; Evan- 
gelist T. M, Webb, Enid Oklahoma; 
Pastor P. T. Stanford, Tabernacle 
Baptist Church, Ponca City, Okla- 
homa; Pastor Webber of the De- 
fender Tabernacle, Oklahoma City; 
Rev. Louis Entzminger, who is 
now pastor of a new church in 
Houston, Texas; Pastor Harlin J.

Two places have been proposed 
recently in discussions among 
brethren as the site for such a Bi- 
ble Institute, and those two are 
Oklahoma City and Dallas. Doubt- 
less there are also other cities 
which some would prefer, 


Why Such A Bible Institute Is 
Needed 


There are Many reasons why 

such a Bible Institute is needed. 

We wiil name a few. First, among 
Fundamental and independent Bap- 
tists in the Southwest, there are 
hundreds of young men whom God 
has called to preach who need Bi- 
ble training and supervision, prac- 
tical experience to get them pre- 
pared and started in the ministry. 
There are at least ten or a dozen 
‘such young men in the Fundame- 
talist Baptist Church in Dallas. 
There are about as many more in 
Ponca City, Oklahoma, a good 
“number in Bible Baptist Church, 
Oklahoma City. There are a num- 
ber of others in independent fun- 
damental churches in Dallas be- 
sides the Fundamentalist Baptist 
Tabernacle. I suppose there are 
twenty such young preachers in 
Fort Worth, many of whom were 
present at our services last Sunday 
in the North Side Tabernacle, all 
in independent fundamental Bap- 
tist churches. The hunger of these 
young men is evident when y:*' 
consider that at our various Bible 
Schools in Dallas they have come 
from as far west as Arizona, as 
far north as Missouri and Kansas, 
and as far east as Mississippi and 
Alabama for one or two weeks 
of Bible teaching. I have the names 
of hundreds of such. Nearly all

of them need and want Bibie train- 
ing, and it seems likely that a 
large number of these would really 


pay the price for training in self- | 


sacrifice and labor and time were 
such a Bible Institute offered them 
in the Southwest with sch doé- 
trinal standard, evangelistic power 
and such human backing and lead- 
ership as they could trust. 


Besides this group of Funda- 
mentalist Baptists, there are als 
a good number of young ministers 
connected with the work of Bro. 
W. E. Hawkins and such other in- 
dependent Christian leaders who 
need and would like to have Bi- 
ble Institute training. Then in fun- 
damentally sound churches within 
the denomination, are many young 
Christian workers called of God 
who want training for service. 


Most of these young people do | 


not fit in the denominational semi- 
naries. There is a splendid South- 
western Baptist Theological Semi- 
nary at Fort Worth. However, its 
teaching is postmillennial and 
strongly denominational. The Bible 
teaching is nothing like as 
thorough as that given in the first 
class Bible Institute, The editor 


spent two years in this seminary | 


and received blessings there, but 


we did not learn much about the | 
Bible and nothing at all about dis- | 
pensational truth. Other denomi- | 


national seminaries and the Bibl 
departments of other Christian 
schools in the Southwest are whol- 
ly inadequate in training preach- 
ers. 

Also in the denominational 
schools and seminaries there is a 
growing tendency toward modern- 
ism. Most of the denominations, 
including Baptists, have some mod- 
ernists in high places whom the 
colleges and seminaries do not 
want to offend, and such denomi- 
nationally controlled institutions 
cannot be depended on for abso- 
lute adherence to and defense of

He cried out, “I 
don’t want to go to Hell,” after 
he had come to his senses. I had 
to go, and I did. That poor man 
with venereal disease, half drunk, 
with a harlot woman coming to 
meet him, (his wife had quit him) 
he threatened to kill himself. He 
had a bottle of whiskey under his 
pillow. I went down there and took 
the whiskey from him and let the 
poor girl in, had prayer with her 
and sent her away. I prayed w'th 
him, wired his mother to send his 
brother after him. He said he 
trusted Christ and I believed he 
did. 

Oh, the cry of that man! Many 
a time it has rung in my ears, 
“John, I am about to go to Hell! 
I don’t want to go to Hell!” My 
friend, you may not know it, but 
some of you are about to go to 
Hell.

The Forgiveness Offered Here Is 
For All 


The crucifixion of Christ cannot 
be limited to any particular time 
or race or occasion. That is one 
event that is timeless, ageless and 
universal. Jesus is “The Lamb of 
God slain from the foundation of 
the world” (Rev. 13:8). Every- 
thing about the crucifixion indi- 
cates that it is for men every- 
where. All men are guilty of the 
death of Christ and the blood 
poured out there has purchased 
redemption for all who will believe. 
The apostles quoted part of the 
Second Psalm in their prayer and 
said that in the crucifixion of Christ 
the rage of all the heathen (or 
Gentiles) was gathered against 
Christ and that the kings and rul- 
ers of the earth were gathered to- 
gether to put Him to death. In 
Acts 4:24-28 these New Testament 
Christians prayed this inspired 
prayer: 

"And when they heard that, 
they lifted up their voice to God 
with one accord, and said, Lord, 
thou art God, which hast made 
heaven, and earth, and the sea, 
and all that in them is. 

"Who by the mouth of thy 
servant David hast said, Why did 
the heathen rage, and the people 
imagine vain things? 

"The kings of the earth stood 
up, and the rulers were gathered 
together against the Lord, and 
against his Christ. 

"For of a truth against thy holy 
child Jesus, whom thou has# a- 
nointed, both Herod, and Pontius 
Pilate, with the Gentiles, and the 
people of Israel, were gathered 
together. 

"For to do whatsoever thy hand 
and thy counsel determined before 
to be done.” 


Herod and Pilate, the Jews and 
Gentiles were gathered together 
against Christ to put Him to death. 
Pilate was the Roman governor in 
Judea and Herod the king cf Gali- 
lee and these agreed about the 
crucifixion of Christ. But while the 
Roman soldiers carried out the 
brutal torture and murder of Je- 
sus, it was the Jews who planned 
it first. The Jewish scribes and 
leaders, the Jewish Sanhedrin had

All those who 
reject Him become guilty and de- 
liberately take part in that mur- 
der of the Son cf God. For this 
reason Hebrews 6:6 tells us that 
those who have been greatly en- 
lightened concerning the Saviour 
and fall away from that convic- 
tion, turning away from God in- 
stead of repenting, then “They 
crucify to themselves the Son of 
God afresh and put Him to an open 
shame.” I say when Jesus prayed 
“Father, forgive them” He must 
have included all the world since 
every human being ever born was 
represented by the soldiers who 
drove the nails in his hands and 
feet, by the howling mob, by the 
scorning, self-righteous Pharisees 
who sat and taunted Him, by the 
heartless one who offered Him 
vinegar and gall when he was 
thirsty. 

Jesus did not have in mind only 
that generation for just before He 
was nailed to the cross He told the 
women who weeped after Him, 

“Daughters of Jerusalem, weep 
not for me, but weep for your- 
selves, and for your children. 

"For, behold}the days are com 
ing, in the which they shall say, 
Blessed are the barren, and the 
wombs that never bare, and the 
paps which never gave suck 

"Then shall they begin to say 
to the mountains, Fall on us, and 
to the hills, Cover us. 

"For if they do these things in 
a green tree, what shall be done 
in the dry?” 

Jesus prayed not only for those 
present but for their children. 
What did Jesus mean, “For if they 
do these things in a green tree, 
what shall be done in the dry?” 
He must have meant, and did 
mean, that the human race is 
growing more and more wicked, 
more and more heartless and sin- 
ful in its rebellion against God and 
in its rejection of Christ. Jesus 
was praying for people who live 
in 1937 who are more wicked than 
those who crucified Jesus that day. 
If on that day of the world’s his- 
tory men crucified Jesus, how 
much more they would hate Him 
if He appeared on the scene today 
in America. How much more quick- 


ly they would murder Him if He’ 


preached in American cities in 
these days when the tree of man- 
kind is dry and ready for the ax 
of judgment! Jesus had in mind 
us who live in 1937, sinners around 
the world in all ages and climes 
when He said, “Father, forgive 
them.” 

How marvelous was the compas- 
sion of the Saviour who died for 
all. We are told, “And he is the 
propitiation. for our sins: and not 
for ours only, but also for the sins 
of the whole world.” 


Again we are told that He is the 
Saviour of all men, especially of 
them that believe (I Tim. 4:10). 


Again the Bible teaches us that 
Jesus tasted death for all men 
(Heb, 2:9). Jesus prayed for me 
that day as much as if He had- 
called my very name and said, 
“Father, forgive John R. Rice. He 
has a part in my crucifixion. He 


helped to nail these nails. He sits z 


there and scoffs while I die. He 
is a terrible, Hell deserving sinner 
even though he knows it not. Fa- 
ther, forgive him!” 

Jesus prayed for you, dear read- 
er, whoever you are and wherever 
you read these lines. Jesus wants 
you forgiven. His own loving heart 
is already melted with forgiving 
love if you will receive it! He 
prayed for you!

it for you. The manifold mercies 
of God, blessings poured out every 
day, must certainly prove that God 
loves you. And here, with the blood 
first spurting from the torn hands 
amd in the agony of His cruci- 
fixion Jesus prayed for you! 


However guilty a sinner you are, 
Jesus prayed for you. He wants 
you forgiven. He has paid for your 
sins and asks the Father to for- 
give you for His own sake. No 
hardened sinner can say, “I am too 
wicked. God will not save me.” 
Jesus has made it possible and 
asked it of the Father. No cal- 
loused person with a seared con- 
science can truthfully say that God 
has not called Him, that He is 
not invited. If you are not a 
Christian, it is your own fault. 
Jesus prayed for you. Concerning 
every such hardened, debased, im- 
pure, blaspheming, abandoned and 
despised sinner® Jesus said, “Fa- 
ther, forgive then; for they know 
not what they do.” 


No person has a right to limit 
it. No sinner has a right to excuse 
himself. Jesus wants you forgiven. 
He prayed for all your sins and 
then dying, asked the Father not 
to hold them against you but to 
forgive. This ought to break the 
hardest heart, yea, ought to “melt 
the heart of stone.” What answer 
do you have, sinner, to the dying 
prayer of Jesus? If you do not 
let God forgive you, it is your own 
fault! 


‘ Forgiveness Is Only For Those 
Who Take It 


We have said that the prayer of 
Jesus is for all the sinners in the 


“world and that is true. The death 


of Christ on the cross paid the 
debts of all mankind. I remind 
you that “He is the propitiation 
for our sins; and not for ours only, 
but also for the sins of the whole 
world.” Every person who ever 
went to Hell went there for sins 
that were already paid for, He 
wasted and despised the mercy 
that was offered. He frustrated the 
grace of God. He trampled under 
foot the proffered offer of salva- 
tion. Satan has no right to a single 
person either in life or in death for 
Jesus has paid the purchase price 
for every one. 


But this blessed salvation pur- 
chased at such cost and so freely 
offered is only for those who will 
have it. We are told that “Christ 
is the Saviour of all men, especial- 
ly to them that believe.” That is, 
He is potentially a Saviour for ev- 
ery man but actually only for 
those who will trust Him, sur- 
render to Him, depend upon Him, 


receive the ‘salvation which He 


offers. Jesus prayed, “Father for- 
give them.”

They still jeered and hated and 
despised and mocked while their 
wicked hearts rejoiced in sin and 
they hugged to their bosom their 
iniquity. God was willing to for- 
give, but they would not be for- 
given. Jesus interceded for them 
but when God offered love they 
returned hate. When God offered 
mercy, they spit in mercy’s face. 
All the boundless grace of God is 
of no avail to save a sinner who 
will not be saved. The prayer of 
Jesus can only be answered for 
those who are willing to be for- 
given. 


. Let every sinner, then, know that 
itis “his move.” God has done 


all a loving and infinitely merciful 


God can rightly do. The Son has 
been offered “the Lamb of God that 
taketh away the sin of the world.” 
Yet only as you repent of your 
sins and trust Him for forgive- 
ness can your sins be carried away. 
Only as you take what God offers 
fan you be saved, If this moment 
you are not saved, if you are still 
unforgiven, then it is because of 
your wicked rejection of the mercy 
of God! 


It is my earnest prayer that 
today some reader will receive the 
forgiveness that Jesus prayed for 
and which the Father, in answer 
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to His dear Son’s prayer, freely 


offers. Simply trust Christ. De- 
pend upon Him. Take His forgiv- 
ness today! 


May God Give the Loving and 
Forgiving Spirit of Jesus 


Since Christ was and is so willing 
to forgive, let all us who love Him 
forgive freely. Beside His 
suffering none of us have ever 
suffered. Beside the wicked 
mistreatment they gave Him, none 
of us have ever been mistreated. 
If Jesus can forgive, then you can 
well afford to forgive all others, 
and I beg you to do it today. In 
fact Jesus Himself said, “If ye 
forgive not men their trespasses, 
neither will your Father in Heaven 
forgive you your trespasses.”’ 


Let no grudges keep you gway 
from happiness and peace. Ask 
God to take out of your heart all 
the wicked malice, bitterness and 
unforgiveness. We ought to lay 
aside, forgive and forget all that 
could ever come between us and 
any poor, sinning, dying and cursed 
soul, Jesus loved them and longs 
to forgive them. He prayed, “Fa- 
ther forgive them’’ and let us pray 
the same prayer. Forgiving in our 
hearts, let us pray the Father to 
forgive, too. Only with such com- 
passion and love as Jesus a dying 
Saviour had can we take part with 
Him in the redemption of sinners. 

Are your sins forgiven? If they 
are, rejoice with joy unspeakable 
and full of glory. I came home the 
other day from a fine revival where 
dozens of people were saved. I 
thought of the blessings God had 
given me in calling me to preach, 
in holding revivals, pastoring a fine 
church and getting out the gospel 
to thousands through this paper. 
Then came to my mind the words 
of the Saviour, “Rejoice not that 
devils are subject to you, but re- 
joice that your names are written 
in Heaven.” How sweet to be for- 
given! And if your sins are not 
under the blood, not all forgiven 
and forgotten and carried away, 
then today trust Jesus Christ. De- 
pend upon Him and have sweet 
forgiveness.

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the fundamentals of the faith. Most 
of the teachers in some of the 
Christian schools and seminaries 
hold a reverent attitude toward the 
Bible and fundamental doctrines 
of the faith. In others the majority 
of the teachers are unsound. Near- 
ly all such teachers in denomina- 
tional schools and colleges are 
postmilzennial and know little or 
nothing of dispensational truth. 


Besides, there are great groups 
of young people called into Chris- 
tian service who cannot meet the 
educational standards of the semi- 
naries. The Dallas Theological 
Seminary, of which Dr, Lewis 
Sperry Chafer is president, is. do- 
ing a fine work. It is fundamental 
and premillennial in doctrine and 
is doing a great work blessed of 
God. But it cannot take the place 
of a Bible Institute. It has a four 
year theological course and ap- 
peals primarily to college gradu- 
ates only. It has an attendance of 
very high type young men from 
all over the United States. How- 
ever, it fills an entirely different 
sphere than a Bible Institute. A 
more practical course is needed, 
centering primarily on the Bible 
itself and actual practice in Chris- 
tian activities. Of the hundreds cf 
young people I know clamoring for 
training for Christian service, only 
a very few can meet the require- 
ments for the Dallas Theolog cal 
Seminary course. A Bible Institute 
would serve an entirely different 
field. 

The Influence of Bible Institutes 

Only eternity will show the 
erormous influence ard £0.d exer- 
cised by Moody Bible Institute and 
the other Bible Institutes over the 
land patterned after Moody. The 
great Evangelist D. L. Moody felt 
the need for training soul winners 
and Christian workers of a very 
practical sort. The Spirit led him 
to found Moody Bible Institute. 

Most denominational seminaries 
in the North have gone over to 
modernism, but the Bible Insti- 
tutes have stayed true to Christ. 
They are practically all undenomi- 
national, that is, independent of 
denominational boards and head- 
quarters, and so standing for the 
Bible itself instead of a denomi- 
national creed or program. Thank 
God for thousands of pastors, mis- 
sionaries, evangelists, teachers and 
soul winners throughout the world 
who believe in the verbal inspira- 
tion of the Bible, the deity of 
Christ, the blood atonement, literal 
Heaven, Hell, and the second com- 
ing of Christ because they learned 
these great truths of the Bible in 
Bible Institutes! 

The Bible Institutes have put a 
stress on the Bible itself as other 
institutions of learning do not do. 
Wherever Bible Institutes have had 
their influence, you find great Bi- 
ble Conferences where people of all 
denominations hear the Word of 
God. In the South, multitudes re- 
gard salvation by grace and the 
security of the believer, etc., as 
Baptist doctrines, but wherever in- 
dependent, undenominational Bible 
Institutes have sprung up, they 
have taught these cardinal doc- 
trines of God’s Word as Bible doc- 
trines, not Baptist doctrines. Soul 
winning has assumed new impor- 
tance. The mission cause prospers 
in churches where the pastors have 
been trained by Bible Institutes. 
Many young people leave the 
Southwest for Moody Bible Insti- 
tute at Chicago, Denver Bible In- 
stitute, Los Angeles Bible Insti- 
tute and John A. Davis Memorial 
Bible School in New York. How- 
ever, all these are far away. More 
who would go cannot. Those who 
do, often stay in other regions 
for their ministry. All the other 
Bible Institutes do not materially 
color religious life in the South- 
west. 

Independent fundamental church- 
es in the Southwest particularly 
desperately need a Bible Institute. 
We cannot depend upon preachers 
trained in the denominational sem- 
inaries. Their doctrine is wrong, 
their viewpoint is wrong. Usually 
the best products of denomination- 
al institutions remain active in the 
denomination which trained them. 
Too often just the mis-fits or dis- 
gruntled or unsuccessful ministers 
trained in such schools become in- 
dependent. If every fundamentalist ‘ 
preacher was a real Bible student 
and had a strongly developed char- 


acter, had active experience in 
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church work, carefully supervised, 
and was trained in soul winning, 
Bible study, and pastoral duties, 
it would immediately put funda- 
mentalists in the South on the 
same plane they occupy in the 
North. Fundamental and sound in- 
dependent churches in the North 
very often contain some of the 
most cultured, scholarly, liberal 
and reputable people. Usually they 
have good church plants and 
equipment and are thoroughly re- 
spected in their communities. A 
really high class Bible Institute 
would turn out preachers fitted to 
preach, to teach the Bible, to hold 
a congregation together without 
quarrels and scandals. Such 
preachers would know their Bibles, 
would pay their debts, would be 
able to get along with other Chris- 
tians and could oppose modernism 
and sin without adopting the meth- 
ods of the scandal monger, the 
Slanderer or the charlatan. Then 
fundamentalists would not suffer 
so much as they now do in the 
Southwest the reputation for car- 
rying guns, having lawsuits, split- 
ting churches, exaggeration and 
self-praise. Some central rallying 
ground is needed for fundamental- 
ists in the Southwest where the 
highest possible standards of 
Christian living, preaching and 
teaching shall be maintained for 
the ministry and Christian work- 
ers. 


What Kind of Bible Institute 
ls Needed? 


We are not discussing a schcol 
for secular education. We believe 
that the Great Commission does 
not include a command that the 
churches should teach history, 
English, chemistry, and football. 
We have in mind a Bible Insti- 
tute to fulfill the command, “Teach- 
ing them to observe all things 
whatsoever I have commanded 
you,” a place to prepare Christian 
workers in Bible knowledge, Chris- 
tian character and work. Jesus 
taught His twelve disciples through 
@ period of three years or more. 
In the days of Elijah there were 


schools of “sons of the prophets.” 
Paul took with him a number of 
young preachers who labored under 
his direction and proved to be 
great men of God, Timothy, Titus, 
and others. It is thoroughly Scrip- 
tural to teach young preachers the 
Bible and teach them to “observe 
the things which Christ command- 
ed.” That is not the same as a4 
denominational program, not secu- 
lar education. 


Such a Bible Institute as we 
have in mind would take a student 
through the whole Bible chapter 
by chapter, and would have’ other 
courses in great Bible doctrines, 
on evangelism and soul winning, 
pastoral problems and work, mis- 
sions, and very important, it 
would have a practical work de- 
partment where students would be 
assigned work each week in street 
services, jail services, shop meet- 
ings, Sunday School classes, re- 
vivals, house to house soul win- 
ning, in hospitals, etc. This prac- 
tical work would be assigned, 
would be supervised, reported up- 
on by the students and graded. 
The pupil would get actual ex- 
perience of the highest type under 
the leadership of mature Christian 
workers. Likely there ought to be 
some teaching of gospel music.

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The doctrinal standards would 
need to be very high. There would 
need to be a strong statement of 
faith which every teacher would 
be required to sign so that no mod- 
ernism or major heresy could pos- 
sibly creep in, and the school could 
be kept forever true to the great 
fundamentals of the Christian faith 
such as the verbal inspiration of 
the Bible, the deity of Christ, the 
blood atonement, salvation by 
grace, the security of the believer, 
Heaven, Hell, and the second com- 
ing of Christ. 

Such a Bible Institute ought to 
be, it seems to us, undenomina- 
tional. The doctrinal position would 
be true to the Bible. It seems 
that all Christians who would be 
willing to join on such a thorough- 
ly Scriptural, doctrinal statement 
ought to be able to work together 
in fellowshp, supporting such a Bi- 
ble Institute. If such a Bible In- 
stitute were true to the Bible and 
to the Lord Jesus Christ, personal- 
ly I would not care about it having 
a Baptist label. The authority of 
the Bible and the need for Holy 
Spirit power must have central 
ace. 

Particular safeguards would 
have to be thrown about such a 
Bible Institute to keep it from 
modern heresies such as Anglo- 
Israel teaching, Bullingerism, Pen- 
tecostalism and Anti-Semiticism. 
Such a Bible Institute ought to 
have a very thorough course ex- 
posing the heresies of modern 
“isms” and preparing young Chris- 


the Word of God. 


What Would Be Needed to Start? 


Probably such a Bible Institute 
should begin in some church build- 
ing to save expense if some strong, 
evangelistic, fundamentally sound 
church were willing to offer its 
building until further equipment 
could be provided. At the first, 
Some of the teachers should be 
resident pastors living nearby, of 
the highest scholarship, orthodoxy, 
and spiritual power who could be 
prevailed upon to teach part time, 
being supported by their churches. 
Perhaps it might be necessary for 
one or more strong men to be pro- 
cured to spend all their time in 
teaching and other work of the 
school. If so, such a man probably 
ought to be a graduate of some of 
the Bible Institvtes or should 
spend some time in investigating 
the work of the best Bible Insti- 
tutes. From the very first the very 
highest standard of teaching, both 
in scholarship and orthodoxy, 
should be required, If dormitories 


tian workers to meet them with 


were required at the first, houses 
could be rented to take care of the 
demand. 

The Bible Institutes generally do 
not charge any tuition and we be- 
lieve should not. It might be nec- 
essary, however, to charge for 
special private music lessons and 
some fees would probably be nec- 
essary for library, etc. If dormi- 
tories were provided for students, 
of course it would be necessary to 
charge enough room and board to 
pay expenses. Churches and indi- 
viduals would need to give enough 
money to pay salaries of teachers 
where these were not supported by 
churches they would pastor, or by 
revivals and other work on the 
field. Such a Bible Institute would 
be a great mission enterprise. The 
expense of beginning it would not 
be great if a good number of pas- 
tors and churches were enlisted 
and agreed on the essentials, each 
one to give such support as he felt 
led of God to do. 

A Bible Institute would of neces- 
sity have some kind of periodical, 
a@ magazine or paper with which 
to reach the public with the story 
of its opportunities and its needs 
and a report of its work. The pres- 
ident of such a Bible Institute 
would need to be responsible for the 
teaching of the entire Bible Insti- 
tute, would ‘be responsible for a 
careful expenditure of money and 
probably should spend much time 
on the field in revivals and Bible 
Conferences and should often visit 
the churches. Probably, at least at 
first, he ought to be pastor of a 
church so that the work would be 
tied on to a strong church and thus 
the president cared for without ex- 
tra salary if possible. There should 
be a dean who would spend at 
least most of his time in the work 
of the Bible Institute, supervising 
the internal details of the school. 
Some teacher or teachers should 
have charge of practical work to 
see that gospel services were car- 
ried on by the students in every 
jail, mission, school house, pastor- 
less church, street corner, laundry 
or C. C. C, Camp possible. Thus 
thousands of souls would be saved 
and young Christians would learn 
the work by doing it. 


We invite correspondence and 
suggestions from all who are in- 
terested in a Southwestern Bible In- 
stitute. We earnestly urge those 
who are concerned to pray serious- 
ly for the leading and blessing of 
God, If God wants such a Bible In- 
stitute, let us have it in the blessing 
and on the plan and with the lead- 
ership that will please him.
